(Also bearing on this is the testimony of all three 
autopsy doctors that the bullet^could not 
have caused all the non-fatal iri juries to 
both the President and the governor^-p ,p,165, 
and that of the Dallas doctors, my pp. 173-4, i 
misrepresented in' the Reoort of the Commission, 


Note that FBI Report does not account for eith&'rPresideht’ s front neck 
wound or "missed". or "curbstone" bullet, hence does account for two rare, 
or a minimum of five.
